Universalisis  ;  he  was  at  the  same  time  negociating  wiih 
the  Unitarians,  and  endeavoring  to  obtain  a  settlement 
with  ihein  ;  and  also,  while  astertaining  his  chance  of 
success  with  them,  was  secretly  conferring  and  treating 
with  otiliodox  iiiini.--iers. 

liy  and  by,  not  being  successful  with  the  Unitarians, 
and  having  been  dismissed  by  the  Universalist  society,  he 
went  over  to  the  I’rcsbylerian  denouiinaiicn.  Orthodox 
pulpits  were  now  thrown  open  to  him — he  preached 
airainst  Uiiiversahsm  as  he  now  preaches  against  it — he  | 
was  received  every  where  witli  open  arms,  and  in  a  little 
time  he  was  pronounced  a  tridy  converted  man,  and  a  , 
day  set  apart  when  he  was  to  be  admitted  into  the  church. ' 
'i'hat  day  came — but  with  it  came  only  disappointment, 
to  his  new  friends.  At  early  dawn  .Mr.  Smith  had  arisen, 
and  giving  no  note  of  his  departure,  had  taken  the  road  l| 
to  Boston,  and  suddenly  appeared  among  his  old  Iriinds. ' 
They  were  amazed — astonished  ;  and  wondering,  inquir-  ^ 
ed  into  the  cause  of  the  strange  step  he  had  taken.  He  j 
told  them  that  he  knew  not  what  lie  was  doing — that  lie  , 
was  insane — that  he  knew  not  even  how  he  had  got  to  ! 
Boston — he  was  tliere — and  that  was  all  he  knew  about , 
it. 

A  few  weeks  alter  this — and  you  will  reineinher  that  ^ 
he  had  been  dismissed  by  the  Universalist  socieiy  in  Salem  | 
— had  gone  over  to  the  I’resbyteriansand  preached  iigainst  jj 
Universalism,  and  hiially  gave  his  too  contiding  Iriend.s' 
the  slip,  and  returned  hack  again  to  the  Uiiivcr3.disis — a  , 
lew  weeks  after  this  he  preached  a  sermon  in  S  ilcm  Hull  ;1 
renouncing  ortliodoxy.  In  this  sermon  he  alluded  to  his  '

It  not  look  inilier  like  an  e  xtreme  unxieiy  to  renew  his  |. 
association,  Ins  connexion : — to  be  received  back  again, 
and  icstorcd  to  former  favor  I  . 

l..ook  now  at  another  fact,  which  contradicts  the  asser¬ 
tion  that  he  had  never,  since  .May  1840,  renewed  his  asso¬ 
ciation  wiili  I'niver.-'alisis.  In  Siepl.  1840,  .Mr.  ISmiih  re¬ 
ceived  an  inviiatioli  to  become  the  pastor  of  a  new  so¬ 
ciety  in  tralem,  coiiqMised  of  Universalist  brethren  who 
reposed  contidcnce  in  his  sincerity.  This  mviiaiion  he 
accepted,  rt culling  his  aerepiHiice,  however,  after  a  tew 
d.-tys,  on  the  plea  of  ili  healih.  But  he  cerlaLnly  had  re¬ 
newed  hid  assuciaiioii  with  Uiiiver-alists  ;  though  true  it 
is,  that  he  and  they  s<>on  parted  conip.-vny  again  tulellow- 
ship  ea<  h  other  no  more  unto  this  day. 

And  here  let  one  oilier  tiling  be  obsi-rved.  In.sieud  of 
leaving  u  large  and  wialiliy  society,  for  the  rensun  that 
he  could  I'o  loiiger  [ireach  the  docirine  they  wished  him 
lo  pn  acii  ; — inslgcd  of  giving  up  a  large  salary,  and  vol- 
umaiily  laiidng  away  Iruiii  fast  and  tried  frieuds,  who 
urged  him  to  lemain,  'and  do  ihe  he.<t  he  could,’  he  was 
ill  tile  liisi  place  dismissed  by  the  large  aitJ  viealiliy  so¬ 
ciety  who  paid  the  large  salary  ;  and  iu  the  second  place, 
when  he  linally  left  to  return  no  more,  he  only  turned  hiu 
back  on  a  small  congregation,  without  a  meetinghouse, 
lytd  whiqb  could  pay  hipi  only,  a  very  small  sglury.  ' 


There  is  one  other  thing  that  retlects  on  the  credibility 
of  this  witness.  He  stdemnly  declared  in  one  of  his  lee'.* 
litres,  and  called  (tod  to  wiiiie.‘'K,  that  up  to  the  time  of 
his  joining  the  Orihodo.x,  or  prior  to  Ins  conversion,  he 
had  hei-n  only  an  Universalist  clergyman — that  the  tale 
of  his  many  elianges  was  false.  1  would  for  his  sake,  and 
the  credit  of  our  common  liumaniiy,  that  it  were  false  ; 
hut  it  is  too  true.  He  may  not  have  been  a  regular  or¬ 
dained  ciergymaii  save  in  ibe  Uiiiversali.-t  dcnoiiiiiiation, 
up  lo  tlie  time  of  bis  l.-.st  renunciation  ;  but  how  can  he 
have  the  iriipiotis  eHrontery  to  call  God  to  witness,  that 
he  had  always  been  an  Universalist  preacher  in  good 
standing,  under  salary,  and  never  changed,  is  a  mighty 
marvel  to  me.  As  we  have  already  slated,  he  was  first 
of  all  u  Christ-inn  preacher.  He  ne.xi  became  an  Univer. 
salist.  In  183.5  he  renounced  Universalism  and  became 
a  I’resbyterian.  In  a  little  time  he  was  converted  back 
again.  In  183!)  he  wint  over  to  the  Uniiarians,  and 
from  them,  in  1840,  lo  the  Orthodox.  After  a  few  weeks 
he  returned  again  to  the  I'niversalists,  declared  himself 
again  in  possession  of  his  healih  ami  reason  and  a  firm 
believer  in  universal  salvation  ;  liui  his  insnnUy  returning, 
lie  renouni;ed  Uiiiver-salism  again,  and  has  since  been 
employed  in  an  uidioly  wartiire  against  it,  and  its  heliev- 
eis  and  friends.  Tiiese  are  tacts  universally  know  n  and 
admitted  at  the  Noiih — none  would  hazard  their  reputa¬ 
tion  there  by  denying  them.  Mr.  Smith  has,  therefore 
renounced  backward  and  forward,  according  as  he  was 
sane  or  insane ;  and  what  is  not  a  little  singular,  he  wa.s 
always  insane  w  hen  he  went  over  to  Orthodoxy,  hut  when 
reason  returned  he  in  every  case  came  liack  to  Uiiivcrsal- 
isni,  and  felt  cheered  ‘  tiy  a  linn  belief  iu  the  doctrine  of 
tlie  restitution  of  all  things.’  The  legitimate  inference 
therefore  is,  that  lie  is  now  Inlioring  under  a  protracted  fit 
of  insanity,  aiuf  that  when  tie  recovers  Ids  healih  alias 
rea.son,  he  will  be  an  Universalist  again,  and  enabled  to 
rejoice  as  before  in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  divine  grace. 

We  .should  be  glad  to  make  some  further  extracts, 
but  this  must  suflice  for  tlie  present.  Br.  Barray  puh- 
li.-hed  enough  on  the  character  of  Matthew,  to  satisfy 
any  reasonable  man  of  his  depravity  or  in.sanity,  or  both  ; 
but  still  suppresses  some  of ’.lie  darkest  parts  of  his  hislo. 
ry  ;  such  lor  instance  ns  his  forged  letter,  or  letter  over  a 
fictitious  signature,  to  Br.  W.  .S-  Balch,  to  prevent  his  go¬ 
ing  to  I’rovidencc,  that  he  might  thereby  secure  the  place 
lo  himself,  ami  when  charged  with  wriiing  it,  solemnly 
diiiii  d  it,  and  that  repeatedly,  and  calh  d  God  to  wiliu.ni 
bis  innoecncy  if  t/ie  cbnrge,  till  it  was  fairly  proved  upon 
him,  ami  then,  snivelling  and  crying,  eo/fessed  his  crime, 
ami  begged  forgiveness  !  This  and  similar  derelictions, 
Br.  B.  did  not  publish  to  the  world  ;  nor  was  it  necessary. 
Unoiigh  is  puhlishi  d  lo  make  any  decent  mnn  hlusii  to  be 
found  circulating  his  books  or  listening  to  his  foul  asper¬ 
sions.
